"Washington, D. C., Nov. 2.0—While 
ft was insisted they came only to pay 
their respects, the ht ds of the four 
ijreat railway hrc herhoods made an 
engagement at the white house today 
to confer with President Wilson late 
in the afternoon. 


It was expected that the eight hour 
"day law fight and probably the plans 
for co-operation of the brotherhoods 
with the American Federation of La- 
bor would be discussed if only briefly. 


The leaders will see the president 
late this afternoon .-.nd at 6 o'clock the 
president will confer with Representa- 
tive Adamson, the author of the eight 
hour law and vice chairman of 
the 
joint congressional 
committee 
which 
began an investigation of the railroad 
situation today. 
In the president's ad- 
dress to congress next month he will 
make recommendations for the remain- 
der of the legislative program which 
was unfinished 
when 
congress ad- 
journed. 


Surrounded by Secrecy. 
Plans for a co-operation of efforts 
between the American Federation of 
l^abor and 
the 
four great 
railway 
i:)rotherhoods for an eight hour day 
jiight, said to have been formulated at 
a conference here yesterday, are sur- 
rounded with considerable secrecy. 


The- brotherhood leaders who con- 
ferred with 
President 
Gompers 
and 
later expected to go to the white house 
have disappeared from the city but 
it 
is said they were to address the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor convention 
in Baltimore on the subject tomorrow. 
President Gompers was quoted as re- 
fusing to discuss the subject on the 
ground that it was to come 
before 
the convention. 


Tiie reported plan of the labor leaders 
is surrounded with many circumstances 
which leads government officials inter 
ested in tlie congressional investigation 
of the railroad eight hour law to believe 
it was formulated to meet a reported 
movement on the part of employers to 
band together to fight the eight hour 
day. 
Until the plana 
are fully dis- 
closed the legislative program of the 
administration will not be fully shaped; 
but it is admitted that the action of the 
labor leaders will havo an 
important 
bearing upon it. 


Each Reluctant to Proceed.

"It will embrace not only the subject

Toledo, O., Nov. 20.—Toledo business 
men have appealed to Maypr Charles M.

Covers 832 Miles in Air in 
Nine Hours and One 
Minute.

breaking airplane flight of Ruth T^iw, 
begun yesterday in Chicago, terminated 
at Governor's island here at 9:40 a. in. 
today after stops at Hornell and Bing- 
hamton, N. Y. 


The final 152 miles from Binghamton 
to this city were covered this morning 
in 2 hours and 20 minutes and the en- 
tire journey, 832 miles in an air line, in 
the actual flying time of 9 hours and 1 
minute. 


Miss Taw. who reachf^:! Binghamton 
at 4:20 o'clock yesterday afternoon from 
Chicago, sailed away from Uiat city this 
morning at 7:20 o'clock to the southeast 
at an altitiide of 5,000 feet and at a rale 
of 100 miles an hour. Her airplane was 
in excellent condition, the engine work- 
ing perfectly. She annoiuiced here that 
she planned another flight soon in a 
larger biplane. 


Miss Law was greeted on her arrival 
at Governor's Island by Major General 
and Mrs. Leonard Wood, who congrat- 
ulated Jier on her achievement. 
She 
was considerably chilled and was taken 
to the house of one o£ the officers at 
the post to recuperate. 
She had little 
to say about iher flight except that she 
had to fly much lower than she wanted 
to, on account of the haze. It w^as the 
cause of remark among those who ex- 
amined her machine here that its struc- 
ture was such as to expose her to the 
: 'r more than in the case in most mod- 
ern airplanes. The pilot's seat is placed 
c-. a projection in front of the ma- 
chine so that the operator gets the full 
force of the wind. 


Tihe machine used by Victor Carl- 
Btrom, previous holder of the American 
non-stop record, established in a flight 
on November 2 from Chicago to New 
York, was of the fusillage type, in the 
cockpit of which he was snugly pro- 
tected from the wind. 
In the present 
fllgiht Miss Law bettered Carlstrom's 
record by about 100 miles, making the 
690 miles In an air line from Chicago 
to Hornell, N. Y., where she arrived 
yesterday without stopping. 


SUNDAY'S FLIGHT. 


Chicago, 111., Nov. 20.—In a decrepit 
Curtiss biplane, of a type long consid- 
sred obsolete. Miss Ruth Law yesterday 
captured the long distance 
airplane 
flight record of America, 


In the presence of only a few casual 
spectators, Miss Law took to the air 
in Grant park at 7:25 a, m. and landed 
at Hornell, N. Y., at 1:32 p. m„ a dis- 
tance of approximately 680 miles, which 
she traversed at an average speed of 
113 miles an hour. The total sustained 
flight 
time was six hours and seven 
minutes. 
The plucky aviatrix was 
compelled to land to get a new fuel 
supply. 


Resumes Her Flight. 


Arising again at 3:24 p. m., she con- 
tinued on her way until again com- 
pelled to descend at Binghamton, N. Y., 
because of darkness. 
The total. dis- 
tance for the day was 750 miles.

It not been for the long delay at Hor- 
nell, caused by difficulty In getting gas- 
oline and by defective spark 
plugs, 
she would have succeeded in reaching 
New York city, her objective. 


Miss Law beat Victor 
Carlstrom, 
"Who attempted a similar feat November 
by 308 miles. 
He landed at Erie, 
Pa., a distance of 452 miles, which he 
covered at a speed of 103 miles an 
hour.

The av- 
itor's seat is inclosed in an aluminum 
cowl, which affords weather protection. 


Miss Law's airplane is comparatively 
small, with a twenty-nine-foot wing 
spread and fifty-four- gallon tank. 
Her 
husband and manager, William Oliver, 
with the assistance of two mechanics, 
worked all Saturday night, stripping 
off surplus weight. 
Even with 
that 
precaution, she had difficulty in over- 
coming the erratic air currents when 
she started. 
Her average altitude as 
she disappeared toward Gary was less 
than 200 feet. 


Takes Great Chances. 


Had an accident occurred to the mo- 
tor, death would have been certain, as 
the height was not sufficient for her 
to volplane to earth. In rising from the 
ground spectators gasped as she tipped 
the planes upward at an angle of more 
than thirty degrees. 


During the later hours of her flight 
Mi^s Law was able to j chieve a greater 
altitude and at certain times she flew 
more than 3,000 .feet above Che ground. 


The aviatrix, unheralded and com-

Patronage. 


Washington, 
Nov. 20.—When 
Vice 
President Thomas R. Marshall finds out 
what the election has done for him, he 
is likely to revise his freely expressed 
opinion that "the vice president has noth- 
ing to do except to smoke l&-cent civars 
and eat his head off." 


The election has given the vice presi- 
dent plenty to do. It has put up to htm 
the biggest patronage problem any vice 
president ever faced. He will learn when 
he returns to Washington that he haa 
enough patronage worries ahead of him 
to turn his silvery hair a snowy white. 


The defeat «f Senators Kern and Tag- 
gart and all but four of the Indiana 
democratic candidates for the house of 
representatives has resulted In passing 
the patronage "buck" to the vice presi- 
dent In a way that never was dreamed of. 


Throughout the departments at Wash- 
ington are many Indianians, placed" there 
by Senators Taggart and Kern, and In- 
diana democratic representatives who are 
looking to Vice President Marshall as 
their future "backing." 
They will con- 
fidently expect^the vice president to hold 
them in office and he will find out when 
he returns to the capital that his popu- 
larity among Indianians in the govern- 
ment service, especially those not pro- 
tected by civil service, has reached high 
tide. 
They are only waiting for him to 
return for an opportunity to show their 
warn^appreciation of him. Likewise, his 
secretary, Mark Thistlethwaite, who has 
lived a life of ease during the last three 
and a half years, will find himself plunged 
Into a patronage vortex that will warrant 
his shouting for a life preserver. 


The White House has given no Intima- 
tion as to the extent which the vice presi- 
dent will be recognized In dealing out 
Indiana patronage In the future, but In- 
dianians who have jobs and want to hold 
them, as well as Indianians who are on 
the outside looking In, are taking It for 
granted that he will henceforth be the 
big factor in distributing the loaves and' 
^ h e s to Indianians, and his troubles are 
oniy beginning.

Simla, India, Nov. 13.—(From a Statt 
Correspondent pf the Assaciated Press.) 
—^India's new viceroy, Lord Chelms- 
ford, today told a correspondent of the 
Associated Press during a formal in- 
terview that the war by giving this 
country an opportunity 
to 
show Its 
practical Importance to the empire had 
stirred Indian aspirations for develop- 
ment, politically and economically, and 
declared that It would be his endeavor 
to secure a practical re.^onse to" this 
new desire for progress. 


His excellency spoke most warmly 
of the loyalty of India, of the alacrity 
and fine spirit with which princes and 
people had Identified themselves with 
the cause of the empire and of his own 
great interest in India's problems. The 
viceroy spoke 
of the 
surprise 
with 
which he had read various articles in 
American papers, purporting to depict 
conditions in India todaV and repre- 
senting the country as laboring under 
an oppressive rule and shaken by revo- 
Jutlonary and seditious activities. 


Message to America. 


VThe British iiiovernment, continued 
Lord Chelmsford, "has not deigned for- 
mally to repudiate such calumnies— 
perhaps this has been a mistake—but 
for my part the reply which I give 
you is this simple one: 


"Go wherever you please throughout 
the length and breadth of India. 
Study 
our work and study 
our 
difficulties. 
No sentry will bar the way and no 
secret agenta will shadow you. Talk to 
whom you please, see what you please, 
do what you please, and then write 
what you please. 
In India we have 
nothing to conceal. Will you tell your 
countrymen that?" 


The correspondent called attention to 
the changing 
political 
conditions 
in 
India and to the fact that certain In- 
dian politicians were advocating that 
still more of the affairs of government 
be turned over to them. 


Political Prablems Not New. 


"No doubt at the prpsent 
moment 
political problems are attracting 
the 
greatest attention both in and out of 
India," replied the viceroy, "but none 
the less it is a mistake to suppose that 
these are new problems which have 
recently come up or even different prob- 
lems from those on which \Ye have work- 
ed in the past. 
The political develop- 
ment of India has always commanded 
our anxious attention and bas always 
been progressive. 


"British statesmen have always con- 
ceived in a generous spirit their respon- 
sibilities to India and the Indians. Per- 
haps the rate of definite political pro- 
gress has been slow, but constitutional 
development can hardly be other than 
slow, and I have little doubt that, what- 
ever the future of the Indian policy may 
be the Indian historians of its later 
growth will ascribe no blame to thp 
power which has, with due deliberation, 
guided their country through the early 
and difficulty ways of political develop- 
ment. 


"But the war affording India an op- 
portunity 
of- displaying in the most 
drastic "Tashion its political importance 
to the empire has accelerated the peace. 
It ha9 stirred Indian aspirations and 
/the new partnership on the battlefields 
has quickened, the sympathy 
oK^ the 
whole empire with those aspirations."

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Why Not Face the Question? 


There is evidence of keen distress in some quarters over indica- 
i^ions that Indiana is shortly to be called* upon to face the question of 
Btate-wide prohibition, either by constitutional revision or by legisla- 
tive enactment. The appearance of Mr. Bryan at Indianapolis and the 
tentative formation of a "dry" organization among Indiana demo- 
crats, together with activities of the Anti-Saloon league and a very 
<}onsiderable *'dry" element among the republican ranks is porten- 
tious of a determination that Indiana shall soon declare itself one 
>ray or the other on the liquor proposition. 


And, seriously, why should Indiana not face the question as it 
is being faced in other states ? That the liquor question has tremend- 
ous influence and bearing on commercial, industrial and social life 
;will be freely admitted by those who contend for the sale and use 
of intoxicants as well as by those who see incalculable benefits to come 
from their complete elimination. 
The issue is one which will not 
down. It refuses to be either side-tracked or killed off altogether. It 
.Will recur and continue to recur until it is disposed of. The time is 
coming, and coming soon, when every political party will be forced 
into a declaration on the subject—and it will be a square-toed decla- 
ration, either for prohibition or against it. The contest is coming, 
and the sane thing, the courageous thing, is to face the issue. Noth- 
ing whatever is to be gained by further evasion or by delaying a 
ieeision that by the clearly-indicated trend of public opinion must 
be iaade very soon. Why not now?

Again and again he 
has been pronounced politically dead and his enemies have congratu- 
lated themselves that that little matter was thoroughly and satisfac- 
torily disposed of, so why i\^rry longer about it. Yet Mr. Bryan in- 
variably comes back. Moreover, he does it with emphasis that re- 
moves all doubt about it. There can be no gain-saying the fact that 
Mr. Bryan is still a commanding political figure, and his influence will 
continue to be important in American politics so long as he shall live. 


Governor-elect Goodrich evidently believes he is going to have 
troubles enough of his oivn, and he announces that state officials and 
heads of institutions must make their own appointments. "We had 
rather gathered from Mr. Goodrich's criticism of the Ralston admin- 
istration and his pledges of retrenchment in the event of his own

How Many Callories 
Will You liave Today? 


The satisfaction which comae from a. 
full stomach is the only standard of 
measurement which most people have 
for their food. We can eat large quan- 
tities of "fine foodsi"' s'^yeet or flavored, 
soft or tender, therefore \ye think them 
the most desirable.' There is a demaoii 
for them and their price is high. 
But 
they do not serfé the body any better 
than coarser, cheaper foods. 
In fact, 
we develop most of our diseases and we 
limit our powers from the common prac- 
tice of over-eatini(. 


That final test of all modern science, 
the German army, has proved the possi- 
bility and desirability of a reform in 
food habits for the whole world. 


To be sure, every American domestic 
science school teaches the same princi- 
ples of diet, but they get into the aver- 
age mind much faster, as a contribution 
from the war zone than as a contribu- 
tion of our educational system. 


It is some years since science provid- 
ed a new measure of the value of foods. 
This is the 
"calorie"—a 
word which 
should be added to every vocabulary. 


The food wiiich we eat 13 burned in 
the body where it produces heat and 
energy, just as the fuel burned in an 
engine produces thie force which raovoa 
the ipachine. 


Science measures the heat produced by 
food in calories. 


A calorie represents the amount of 
hes^t required to raise the teraoerature 
of one pound 
(one pint) of 
water 
through 4 degrees F. It represents tlie 
muscular labor 
involved in raising a 
one-pound weight 777 feet. 


Obviously, the sex, occupation, age 
and size of an individual, apd the season 
of the year are factors in the number of 
calories of food required in a day. 


The scientific estimate is 1,000 calories 
a ^ay for a child one year old; 3,000 
calories for a man 
of 
20 years; 2,800 
calories for a man of fiO years. 
The 
largest allowance is 6,000 calories for a 
lumberman. 
Excavators 
and 
farm 
hands require about 4,000 calories; the 
shoemaker who sits at his work requires 
about 2,200 calones. 


Measured in calories, the fuel value of 
one ounce of flour is 100.98; one ounce 
of sugar yields 11.3 calories; one ounce 
of butter gives 217.88 calories. 


Any individual requires about one- 
third of his food at breakfast, one- 
fourth at luncheon and the remainder, 
about five-twelfths, at dinner. 


Thousands of our high school and-college 
girls are jicquiring this new knowledge 
of foods and cooking, but it take a good 
d«al of comnlon sense on mother's part 
to let them a.pply it to the family 
table.« Which is luifortunate, because 
the economical can reduce their meat 
and grocery bills when they know how 
to use the ca,lorie in menu making; and 
the ambitious can double their efficiency; 
and the fat can reduce their weight and 
keep it where they want it to be. 


Shortly, 
this new knowledge must 
revolutionize the making of cook books. 
Meanwhile, a great deal qf information 
about calories is to be had in bulletin 
No. 28, of the department of agricul- 
iure. Anyone may obtain this pamph- 
let by sending 10 cents in coin to the 
superintendent of documents, govern- 
ment printing office, Washington, D. C.

Board of Charities and Corrections has 
made public statistics contained in its 
aiinual report, which 
takes up

board's business to Sept. 30. 
The sta- 


tistics are relative to dependent cluldreu. 
Agents of board made 4,134 caUs 
the year to visit children, and repprtea 
but 24 not found. Of the children vis- 
ited 3,419 were "doing well," 616 ^'doing 
fairly well," and 175 were reported as 
"doing poorly." The number of children 
removed from homes where they had 
been placed was 286, of that number 197 
being transferred to other and more sat« 
isfactory homeg, and only 89 returned to 
institutions. Of the 473 applications re- 
ceived for children 107 were rejected. 
The 473 applications received for cWl- 
dren 107 were rejected. The cost to the 
state of the work of the agent was $11,- 
649, and to counties, $645.

Los Angeles, Cal.. Nov, i,-.—Three hun- 
dred and forty-two grown women are 
going to school in this city to learn the 
correct way of caring for kiddies. 
They 
are students at the Los Angeles School 
for Mothers. 


Specialists in baby cultur© haA'e taken 
these women In hand and are instructing 
them in every branch of maternity from 
the proper way of rocking a cradle to 
the most effective method of applying a 
switch. 
Each 
woman 
attending 
the 
school is a mother; some have one child, 
some have more. 


This place where mothers learn to be 
better mothers is the only institution of 
its kind west of Chicago. 
Sponsored by 
the Federation of Women's clubs of this 


city, it is hoped that the school 
will 
eventually become a state institution—a 
branch, 
perhaps, of 
the University of 
California. 


The organization is a direct outgrowth 
of the nation-wide Baby Week movement 
that recently was inaugurated through- 
out this country. The school's popularity 
as ^ve^l as the crying need for such an 
establishment Is vouched for by the fact 
that infants have been brought from as 
far away as Tucson, Ariz., to be en- 
rolled. 


Each little tot is given a mental and 
physical examination by specialists and 
those found to be in any way below nor- 
mal are treated 
and the mothers 
are 
advised as to how each child should be 
reared. 


Children ranging from tiny babies to 
boys and girls of six are eligible at the 
school. 
All treatment and advice Is free. 
The aim of those in charge Is to better 
the manhood and 
womanhood of 
this 
country through the motherhood. 
There 
are 85 specialists in the lecture force. 


After the doctors have completed their 
examinations, those infants manlfestlnsi 
similar defects are 
divided into small 
groups. 
Each grf)up. of course, repre- 
sents a different fulling. A lecturer who 
has specialized In this particular short- 
coming Is picked for that group to ad- 
dress the mothers. 


With 85 lecturers on hand there Is no 
complaint that can 
possibly arise but 
what a .«specialist Is always available to 
give advice or treatment.

"Civilization," heralded as the world's 
greatest film spectacle, began its Fort 
Wayne run at the Jefferson theater to- 
day. 


Long after twelve on a typical Cali- 
fornia night in the early spring of 1915, 
a man stiU sat in the study of his beau- 
tiful California villa, where he had gone 
as dusk began to fall. 
A gigantic in- 
tellect 
was 
contemplating 
a 
colossal 
thought; a genius was piecing together 
the loose ends of a stupendous concep- 
tion. 
When he arose, amid the smoke 
lazily curling from the last cigaret con-

arouse a nation—^Thos. H. Ince had de- 
cided to produce "Civilization." In order 
to portray properly the thought he had 
in mind, it was necessary for Ince and 
his vast army of assistants to spend 
months in tedious labor, and to keep 
thousands of people at work for the 
greater part of a year. Ince's first move 
upon deciding to produce that which is 
now the film spectacle, "Civilization" 
was to confer with that high-powered lit- 
erary dynamo, C. Gardner Sullivan, his 
wizard of photo-dramatic constniction. 
This conference was held the day follow- 
ing Ince's nocturnal meditation, 
and 
lasted throughout six successive hours, 
during which time those two film masters 
did more profound thinking, perhaps, 
than at any period in their respective 
careers. 
Then Sullivan went to work. 
The papers on his desk containing notes 
and memoranda relative to the great un- 
dertaking, proverbially—and at times lit- 
erally flew; swift, nimble fingers began 
pounding typewriter keys. Each day the 
master scenario builder constructed an 
addition to his verbal Olympus, and each 
day he e.xhibited the literary structure 1 
to his chief. Finally came the day when 
Ince pronounced the manuscript ready 
for production. 
Assembling liis staff of 
departmental heads about him, he took 
them behind closed doors, where the im- ' 
desirables are not wont to congregate 
and outlined to them tlie task that lay 
before the organization. 
For weeks and 
weeks the work of preparation continued. 
Yet not a camera crank was turned. The 
making of the costumes, tlie search for 
locations, the accumulation of properties, 
and, above all, t«he construction of "sets," 
occupied the time, so that when Ince was 
ready to shout for the first tinie, "Cam- 
era Start your action," he felt assured 
that hitches would be few and far be- 
tweeii. The first scene for "Civilization" 
wliich was a simple one, and which, 
strangely enough, was eventually chosen 
for the opening picture of the spectacle 
was p^tograpiied on Jime 6, 1915. Chil- 
dren abounded in it, and proud mothers 
looked on in rapture as luce, gently ca- 
joling tiie youngsters, brought out their 
natural dramatic instincts. 
Under his 
c^kection they worked like beavers, thor- 
oughly deliglited witli the fun it was for 
them, and enjoyin" their activities to 
the full. 


Tlie entire month of July was devot 
ed to the iiluiing of the naval fleets, 
which is one of tiie most.graphic depic- 
tions in the- spectacle. 
To photograph 
the scenes didn't require a whole month, 
but there is a whole lot more to obtain- 
ing realistic scenes of sea battles than 
simply going 
out 
and "shooting" a 
panorama of the United States fleet. 
Washington 
had 
to 
be 
consulted. 
Wires raced back and forth across the 
continent, and, finally permission Avas 
given Ince to focus on that part of the 
Pacific coast squadron, which, at the 
time, was lying in San Diego harbor. 
A few hours after receipt of permis- 
sion. a hundred men, sturdy sons of 
Tnceville, were on 
their way to San 
Diego, singii>g as they went to the tune 
of John Brown's bo<lv. 


Ince occupied his time in making the 
numerou-'^ other scenes, which, though 
lacking the element of spectacle, are 
highly material to the story. He work- 
ed by day and planned by night and so 
systematically 
swift were hi.s labor.«» 
that he was able to call his production 
finished in twelve months from the time 
he first had the inspiration. 
A brief 
rest prepared him for the tedious ta.=?k 
of cutting 
and 
as.iembling the film, 
which is said to have niea.'iurpfl, prior 
to this process, more than one hundred 
and twenty thousanri feet. Tiie cutting 
reduced the actual picture as the pub- 
lic will see it, to ten thousand fret, or 
ten reels. 
Such is the story of a tre- 
mendous work. 
Yet, tlio world can 
never learn from the printed pa?e how 
Thos. H. Ince toiled to accomplish it. 
He says 
its mi.ssion is to graphically 
set forth in living pictures, "a better 
civilized nation."

The immigrant no longer went to 
the farm, Mr. Howe said^ because all 
the available i^and of the country had 
been taken up. "hundreds of millions of 
acres being held for purely speculative 
purposes." 


""The immigration problem never ex- 
isted so long as the land was free for 
the asking," said Mr. Howe, "and it is 
this scarceness of land which rhakes 
immigration an economic questions Most 
of the men now employed in our shop« 
and factories, who at home worked as 
farmers, arc saving their money to re- 
turn to the old country. 
They have al- 
ways wished to own their own farm— 
tliey came here for that purpose—and 
tiiey figure that after the war land will 
be cheap in the countries overseas.'' 


Commissioner Howe urged the crea- 
tion of a fund by congress to be loaned 
to immigrants so that they may estab- 
lish themselves on farms, and asserted 
that this was the only solution of the 
immigration problem.

There is evidence of keen distress in some quarters over indica-

That the liquor question has tremend- 
tous influence and bearing on commercial, industrial and social life 
will be freely admitted by those who contend for the sale and use 
bf intoxicants as well as by those who see incalculable benefits to come 
from their complete elimination. The issue is one which will not 
down. It refuses to be either side-tracked or killed off altogether. It 
,will recur and continue to recur until it is disposed of. The time is 
coining, and coining soon,, wheri every political party will be forced 
|nto a declaration on the subject—and it will be a square-toed decla- 
;"ration, either for prohibition or against it. The contest is coming, 
and the sane thing, the courageous thing, is to face the issue. Noth- 
.ing whatever is t& be gained by further evasion or by delaying a 
decision that by the clearly-indicated trend of public opinion must 
be iaade very soon. ,Why not now?

Science measures the heat produced by 


food in calories. 


A calorie represents the amount of 


heat required to raise the teniDerature 
of 
one pound (one pint) of •water 


through 4 degrees F. It represents the 
muscular labor 
involved in raising a 


one-pound weight 777 feet.

The scientific estimate is 1,000 caloric 


a day for a. child one year old; 3,001 
calories for a man of 20 years; 2.201 
calorics for a man of (10 years.

Measured in calorics, the fuel value of

Any individual requires about one- 


third of his food 
at breakfast, one- 


fourth at luncheon and the remainder, 
about five-twelfths, at dinner.
